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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 3-6, 8, 10 and 12 are pending wherein claims 4, 10 and 12 are amended 
and claims 1-2, 7, 9 and 1 1 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-6, 8, 10 and 12 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for 
the indication of allowable subject matter: 

In regards to claims 3-6, 8, 10 and 12, the Applicant's amendments to claims 4 
and 12 recite "and no further form-shaping occurs after the cold-forming" and finds 
support in the instant specification at page 5, lines 15-18. These amendments are 
sufficient to overcome the reference to Okita et al. (US 5,672,014) which requires 
grinding steps after cold forging (col. 3, lines 34-55). Okita et al. (US 5,672,014) taken 
alone, or in combination with other prior art references do not disclose or adequately 
suggest the recited steel alloy composition in combination with the recited method 
steps.
